Calhoun Association No. 41, of the 
National Association of Stationary En­ 
gineers, held an important 
meeting 
last evening in the hall in the Oyster 
building.

ing's enjoyment from a social stand­ 
point, were given much valuable infor­ 
mation. 
State Examiner E. E. Miller, of Can­ 
ton. was the leading speaker of the 
evening, 
and 
with 
O. 
C. 
Pillis- 
liOdy, chief electrician of the Steuben­ 
ville & Mingo 
Traction 
company. 
claimed the attention of the* assembly 
until a late hour. 
No bittiness session was held 
and 
after the president, had called for or­ 
der Mr. Pillishody 
was 
Introduced, 
who spftke intelligently and entertain­ 
ingly concerning electric railway pow­ 
er plants. 
It was claimed by the speaker that 
only a few successful power plants 
are at the present time in operation, 
though, he stated, that rapid strides 
in overcoming imperfections are being 
made. 
Concerning the generation of 
current he stated that this all import- 
j nt detail is only In its Infancy. 
Mr. Pillishody gave a description of 
the equipment of the 
older 
power 
plants and told what was needed to 
increase their capacity and put them 
up to the standard. 
He stated that 
high tension transmission of 
power 
would soon be in universal use, for the 
reason, he explained, that the current 
can thus be distributed for an almost 
unlimited distance. The voltage need­ 
ed for power houses was explained In 
detail, as was also the manner In 
which the current Is distributed. 
In concluding his address. Mr. Pillls- 
hody spoke of the cost of operating 
an electric railway. 
He stated that 
lines with steep grades required 
the 
most expense to operate for the rea­ 
son, the motors, now most commonly 
used on the cars, constantly get out 
(J repair. He gave It as his belief that 
it would not be long until 
all 
cars 
would be equipped with Induction mo­ 
tors, which have no commutator or 
brushes and which require practically 
no attention. 
Following the applause which 
Mr. 
Piillshodv’s speech drew 
forth, 
tlw 
president introduced State Examiner 
Miller, who. in his characteristic and 
happy manner, made an able address 
in which he told of the necessary quali­ 
fications of a competent engineer. 
Taking for his subject ‘The Mechan­ 
ics of the Steam Plant.” Mr. Miller, 
who was himself an engineer for 20 
years, began by stating that the most 
successful mechanics were those who 
studied the fundamental principles of 
the machines operated by them. 
He 
went on to state how- an engineer 
could, by close application to his work 
and by carefully watching the engines, 
boilers, etc., under his care, quickly 


command due recognition of bls ser­ 
vices from his employer. 
The claim was made by Mr. Miller 
that he could generally tell a good 
engineer by the clothes he wore. He 
stated that greasy floors and dirty 
machinery always indicated 
to him 
that the man in charge was c areless 
or incompetent. 
He also made the 
claim that by keeping machinery free 
from dirt or grease It was made an 
easy m atter to 
discover 
flaws 
or 
breaks. 
Sobriety, tho speaker declared, was 
an absolute requisite in the perform­ 
ance of an engineer’s work. He told 
the need of a technical training and 
said that engineers of today who were 
without this knowledge were rapidly 
being transplanted by others having 
better experience. 
In closing his address Mr. 
Miller 
gave a scientific explanation-of boilers, 
engines, safety valves, steam gauges, 
fly wheels, etc., which he illustrated on 
a blackboard. The knowledge 
thus 
conveyed to those of the spectators 
was of incalculable benefit and great­ 
ly appreciated.

Secured Some Time Ago Had Expired 
And W ill Have to 
Be 
Renewed. 
Latest Improved Interurban 
Cars

While very few facts concerning the 
new cross-county road can be learned 
from officials of the Hast Liverpool 
Railway company, on account of the 
Illness of L. W. Healy,

of that company this morning said: 
"While all the right of way has been 
secured, the closing of these contracts 
will require about a month’s 
time. 
It will be remembered that about two 
years ago this company secured the 
right of way for a cross-county road, 
but these land contracts wore for a 
term of one year. When the time ex­ 
pired and no road was built, we once 
more took options on rights of way. 
and for good. It will not require muon 
labor to secure 
the final contracts, 
and as soon as that work is completed 
we WMH commence to secure bids for 
the construction of tho road, which 
will be In operation just as soon a* 
possible.” 
“To what extent Is the East Liver­ 
pool Railway company interested 
In 
(his road?” was asked the official. 
"I am not at liberty to give out any 
information regarding this matter, but 
I can say that we have the hard work 
fo do." 
“From what source will 
the new 
road secure its power?" 
"I can say thnt several power sta­ 
tions wMll have to be built along this- 
road, but these we term ‘boosters.’ No 
power will be secured from this com­ 
pany. other than that which will bo 
used in East Liverpool, provided these 
cars ar«> operated that far."

"Practically nothing on this m atter 
has been decided upon. It usually fol­ 
ic wa when such long roads are built 
to secure cars containing all accom­ 
modations. 
I feel safe in assuming

[lands. 
Many such cars are now in 
t se In interurban roads, and as to the 
speed, on a level stretch of country 
these cars will be capable of making 
not less than a mile a minute."

As this solid sell* for about $2.10 an 
ounce it is easy to understand why the 
ether process, though far and away tho 
hest. j s not commonly used. 
But the 
scented grease and the-essences made 
by steeping it in pure spirit are never 
cheap. After ail the scent possible bas 
been extracted from the grease it is 
still fragrant enough to make the very 
finest perfumed soap. 
All tin.* citrine scents, bergamot, ne­ 
rd, orange flower water, are refreshing 
and in a degree stimulating if properly 
prepared. 
To make a lasting perfume 
some animal base is essential musk, 
civet or ambergris.

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THE TAX ASSESSMENT 


AGAIN UP IN CHESTER COUNCIL 
LAST NIGHT. 


Mr. Wetzel Induces the Solon* to Re­ 
consider Acceptance of County 
Valuation. 


Following an 
impromptu 
speech 
made by Christian Wetzel in regard to 
the advisability of appointing a town 
assessor, before the Chester council­ 
men met last evening, debates over­ 
flowing with criticism and suggestions 
were made in the meeting. 
Mr. Wetzel 
contended that an assessor should be 
appointed. In part he said : 
“ My conclusions In the m atter have 
been brought about by the many pro­ 
tests of Ute citizens. According toft he 
state law the city council is compelled 
to appoint an assessor. 
I was so in­ 
formed recently, and as I never was in 
favor of the county assessor doing the 
work, I want to make a motion that we 
either appoint an assessor or Instruct 
the city recorder to accompany the 
county assessor when he makes his 
canvass. 
The assessment, as now in 
vogue, is not fair, to say the least. 
From personal experience I know this. 
“ My property Is assessed at nearly 
$200 per lot and property adjoining it 
of the same value is assessed at only 
$♦>. This condition of affairs is not 
confined to my lots alone, hut i> pre­ 
valent over the entire city. 
I know of 
one man who owns 200 lots, all of 
which are assessed at $0, when it is 
conceded by everyone that those lots 
are worth $150 or more.” 
Each member of the 
coon el I ex­ 
pressed his views In regard to the 
question and not a few daggers were 
thrown during the debates. 
After an 
hour’s wrangling Mr. Wetzel made a 
motion that council 
reconsider the 
motion passed at a previous meeting 
ordering city recorder to take a copy 
of the county assessor’s assessment. 
Mr. Mercer made a second to the 
motion and when put to a vote it was 
carried, 
Hough, Wells, Wetzel and 
Mercer voting “ yea” and Shrader, 
Riley and Johnson voting “ no.” 
A representative of the Bell tele­ 
phone company was present a t the 
meeting and stated that the company 
wonld no! accept the franchise os pre­ 
pared by council. The object ion to the 
franchise lies in the fact that the com­ 
pany does not think it can furnish two 
phones for the use of Chester officials.

"Yes.” said th e riding m aster, “ I 
have to be a horse train er as well as a 
riding m aster. 
In fact. I couldn't vert 
well be the second w ithout being tlx 
first. 
I alw ays have horses in my 
school stables here that are sent to nit 
to train for my pupils. 
One cam e this 
m orning, and if you have the tim e t< 
spare I will show you how I give tie 
first lesson iii obedience.” 
The m aster then ordered one of bi* 
men to bring the horse out into the 
“school.” a great oblong space, gov 
ered w ith saw dust and inclosed and 
roofed. 
The horse w as a fine, spirited 
anim al, w ith an intelligent and kindly 
eve. aud the m aster said a t once that 
he would he a tractable and teachable 
subject, explaining that he had not 
yet had a chance to “ m ake his ac­ 
quaintance." 
“ Now," said. he, "you m ust rem em ­ 
ber th at this horse has never seen me 
before and th a t I nm. therefore, a per­ 
fect stran g er to him. and yet I think I 
can establish betw een him and m yself 
so good a feeling that in five m inutes’ 
tim e lie will follow me all about tile 
school at a word of com m and—perhaps 
w ithout a com m and. 
Let us see.”

New Jersey’s Governor to Immedi­

Twelve hotels and more than a score 
of 
small 
buildings 
adjoining 
the 
boardwalk, which is built along the 
ocean edge, were destroyed yesterday 
by a fire which swept the beach front 
for two long blocks from Illinois ave­ 
nue to New York avenue. 
The local 
board of insurance underwriters, after 
a meeting last night, said that the 
total loss would not exceed $750,000, 
and the loss to the insurance com­ 
panies would be about $175,000. 
The hotels 
destroyed 
are:

Luray and annex, the latter formerly 
known as the Norwood, owned by J, 
S. White and son: the New Holland, 
Mrs. M. J. Lee; Stratford. Arnold W. 
Waldner; Berkley. Bow Bros.; Bryn 
Mawr, J. & F. Keffer; Stickney, Mrs. 
L. Vt Stickney; Evard. James T. Gor­ 
man; Rio Grande, J. P. Kilpatrick; 
Mervine, K Foils; Academy hotel and 
Academy of Music, Charles Fralinger; 
Windsor. G. Jason Waters (partly de­ 
stroyed); Tarlton, G. Jason 
Waters.

Camden for ald. 
Just as the special 
train bearing the Philadelphia fire­ 
men arrived a burning brand set fire 
to the renter of Young’s pier, near 
Tennessee avenue. For a few minutes 
the pier burned fiercely, but the fire­ 
men succeeded in confining the flames 
to Marine hall. 
This structure was 
entirely destroyed, bisecting tho pier. 
Nothing is left of the 
boardwalk 
from Illinois avenue to a point within 
a few feet of Young’s pier but the 
Iron supports. 
This is the portion of

When the fire broko 
out Mayor 
Stoy with a delegation 
was In Trenton urging Governor Mur­ 
phy to sign for Atlantir- City a new 
charter which, among other things, 
provides for stricter 
building laws.

NOT ENOUGH RELIEF GIVEN. 


Congresarae 
McClellan 
Files 
the 


Minority Report on the Cuban 


Reciprocity Measure. 


Washington, April 4.—The first of 
the minority reports on the Cuban 
reciprocity hill was Abd yesterday 
by Representative McClellan, of New 
York, of the ways and means commit­ 
tee, who argues that the hill give* 
Cuba much less in the way of relief 
than she Is justly 
entitled to. 
He 
cites the Teller resolution and th» 
Platt amendment as establishing our 
assurances to Cuba and the world, 
Mr. McClellan sums up his position 
as follows: 
“First, the bill does not afford s*if- 
flclent relief to Cuba, hut It minimize.! 
the loss of the present crop of sugar; 
second. It Is possible, but not cer­ 
tain, that a 20 per cent reduction of 
the Cuban tariff will result in giving 
us a monopoly of the Cuban market, 
third, the bill Is an enunciation 
of 
the Democratic doctrine of reel proc 
ity; it Is a breach in the wall of pro­ 
tection, and lowers in part the pre­ 
posterous Dingley rates. 
“If I am afforded the opportunity 
when the bill comes before the com­ 
mittee of the whole, I shall try to 
amend It by Increasing the rate of 
reduction so as to make certain not 
only the control of the Cuban market 
by us, but also 
the prosperity of 
Cuba. 
I shall also try to amend by 
striking out the tim e limit. 
Failing 
to amend, for the reasons here stat­ 
ed, I shall vote for the bill.’* 
New York, Aprlje 4.—T. 
Estrada 
Palma, president-elect of the Cuban 
republic, addressed 
tho 
New York 
chamber of commerce yesterday. Mr. 
Palma said he hoped for a reciprocal 
commercial treaty to the end that 
Chih* should become £he largest mar­ 


ket In America Tor the products of 
the United States, and that this conn 
try raise the bar now placed against 
the Cuban products, especially sugar 
and tobacco, which are the principal 
staples of tho island. 
After Senor 
Palm as speech a vote cf thanks was 
extended to him. and a resolution was 
offered by Francis B. Thurber in fa­ 
vor of a 50 per cent reduction in the 
present Cuban tariff. 
The resolution 
was referred to the committee on for 
eign trade, with the proviso that such 
committee report at a special meet­ 
ing one week from yesterday. 
Charles M. Schwab, 
president of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
was elected a member of the chamber 
at yesterday’s meeting.

N fommencen»f*nt day. 1800, 
bin fat bf* r. Rev. Ablel 
Holmes, wrote in lim al­ 
manac opposite Alif?. I'D, 
“Hon ti.*' and, sprinkling 
sand upon the ink. probably started 
for the exercises, which were in those 
days of greater interest to city and 
country than an ordination or a cir­ 
cus of the period. Ile was a man of 
renown, son-in-law and biographer of 
President Stiles of Yale and author of the “Annals of America.'* besides iw ing 
pastor of the first parish in Cambridge, notwithstanding his New Haven edu­ 
cation. Son Oliver Wendell would have dwelt longer on his descent from the 
fine old families represented by those two names than can la* done here, for it 
was one of the cardinal points of Ids belief that a man should be very careful 
In selecting his ancestors. His own were the best tHat New England could 
furnish. 
It was inevitable that the boy of sixteen should enter Harvard and from 
a rhyming tendency already shown that he should deliver poems before 
the Hasty Pudding club at junior exhibition and tit the commencement of 
1829. His first printed collection of verse, written while a law student, is call­ 
ed “Runaway Ballads," possibly from one on a proposed elopement which con­ 
tains this:

Get up! Get up! Miss Polly Jones, tho tandem's at the door. 
Get lip and shake your lovely hones; ifs twelve o’clock and more. 
The chaises they have rattled by, and nothing stirs around, 
And all the world but you and me arc snoring safe and sound. 


But at this date he could also write something as grand as "Old Ironsides" 
•od thus foreshow the twofold direction in which his poetic gift would win 
Its triumphs. As a testimony to tin* practical value of Ills early verse it should 
lie added that fids burst of reverent patriotism 
inspired tin* universal protest which saved the 
cid Constitution from being broken up. 
Holmes found the study of medicine, for 
which in* had abandoned that of the law, still less 
congenial to tile poetic muse notwithstanding two 
years of study aud travel iii Europe. 
Nothing 
that he saw there made Iii iii forget ids beloved 
Boston, to which he returned in IH.T1 to take ids 
degree as a poet by reading at Harvard the next 
year a long |>oem entitled “Poetry, a Metrical 
Essay," the* first of over fifty which lie delivered 
on similar occasions during his life. Ile was pre­ 
eminently the pen'A of occasion celebrations, an- 
nivotaries and public festivals. Ile was always 
ready and good natured, being at length beyond 
the unpoetical suggestions of tin* dissecting room 
or at least accustomed to them. It was in tin* days of tin* “Autocrat” that lie 
remarks: "My friend the poet tells me he lias to leave town whenever the an­ 
niversaries come round. What’s the difficulty? Why, they ail want him to get 
up and make speeches or songs or toasts, which is just the very thing he 
doesn’t want to do. But they tense him ami coax him and by pressure on tile 
wreak spot of his head stupefy him to the point of acquiescence.” 
Holmes always had the rare talent of writing in his library Just what 
would fit the after dinner mood of the company. There was champagne in Ids 
brain. 
The extent of his possible effervescence is indicated by examples witli 
which his readers are familiar. Each one will recall his favorite and every one 
“The One Hoss Shay" and “How the Old Horse Won the Bet,” both of which 
betray cavalier blood from some remote knight or possibly from a nearer 
judge of horseflesh. The “('Iosh Poems” for tldrty-eight years, from "Bill and 
Joe” In 1851 to "After the Curfew” in 1889, are bright with reminiscence and 
hopes. 
Beyond all the wit and humor of his verse was that of pathos, which is its 
nearest neighbor In exalted characters. It is not always possible for dull spir­ 
its to distinguish between buoyancy and levity any more than between Irony 
and sarcasm, humor and wit. Even a book of synonyms does not help their 
perceptive faculties. But the dullest know the difference between laughter 
and tears, and this writer knew how to move his hearers aud readers to tile 
one or the other at w ill-this, too, without pretense of art or purpose. 
He 
•Imply spoke out the suggestions of an April heart, with its sunshine and 
•bowers, restraining neither Its gladness nor Its gloom. The total effect, how­ 
ever, is as the joy of springtime and not the melancholy of autumn. Let those 
Who are growing old read "In the Twilight:" 


Not bedtime yet! The full blown flower 
Of all the year—this evening hour 
With friendship's flame is bright; 
•* 
Life still Is sweet, the heavens are fair. 
Though fields are brown and woods are hare. 
And many a Joy is left to share 
Before we say good night. 
And when, our cheerful evening past. 
The nurse, long waiting, comes at last. 
Ere on her lap we lie 
In wearied nature's sweet repose, 
At peace with all her waking foes, 
Our lips shall murmur ere they close 
Good night aud not goodby. 


Holmes' verse is by no means confined to poems of sentiment. The title to 
those written between 1840 and 1865, "Songs In Many Keys,” might be pre­ 
fixed to the entire collection in two goodly volumes. They rouge from the 
plowman to the warrior, from maid Agnes to St Anthony, from Avis to the 
Old Man of the Sea, from Parson Turrell to Shakespeare. There are songs of 
life and labor, of present and departed days, of festival and funeral, of greet­ 
ing and farewell, of times and seasons, of peace and war. Those labeled "In 
War Time” are characteristic of this poet as Whittier’s and Longfellow's and 
Lowell's were of the way each one interpreted its message to tile nation. The 
manner In whish different people and parties received the call to arms is 
clearly stated in his “Thus Saith the Lord.” in “Never or Now,” an equally 
clear summons to till the ranks; in “Our Country,” the better sentiment of 
which finally prevailed from the lakes to the gulf. 
Iu "The Temple," “The Last Leaf" and "The Cha inhered Nautilus" tile 
poet reaches the loftiest height which he attained. 
There is much said about the dead line of fifty, after crossing which a 
man’s comfort in his work must be chiefly In looking backward. Holmes was 
within one step of this supposed arctic circle when he bogan the “Autocrat” 
papers once more after nu interruption of twenty-five years to "see if the ripe 
fruit were better or worse than the early windfalls.” lie found It so much bet­ 
ter that be would never allow those two early papers in the New England 
Magazine to be reprinted. How good tile rest of the reading world found the 
entire “Breakfast Table Series” is a matter of literary history connected with 
the immediate success of The Atlantic Monthly in the hard times of 1857 and 
later.

London, t'hi- 
cago and other large cities th a t the 
streets are inadequate for the move­ 
m ent of the m ultitudes and m ust be 
m ade to do double and triple service. 
So great is th e pressure for room that 
the underground world has been in­ 
vaded, and vast system s of tunnels 
have been built or are in course of 
construction. 
In New Y’ork they are building a sub­ 
w ay, a fte r years of cogitation over the 
m atter, th a t is to cost m any m illions of 
dollars aud is to afford increased tra n s­ 
it facilities to th a t city. 
T his work 
has been acclaim ed as one of the en 
gineering m arvels of the age, and the 
new spapers and technical publications 
of th e country have been full of de­ 
scriptions of it. 
In the prosecution of 
the construction operations the streets

of New York have been torn up and 
rendered im passable to the public for 
m onths a t a tim e. 
In Chicago a w ork of practically 
equal m agnitude has been going on 
under ground, but as there have been 
no torn up streets or any external evi­ 
dences of the work it has escaped pub­ 
lic notice. 
W ith the single exception 
th a t m uch of tile New York excavation 
has to be m ade through solid rock, 
w hile th a t of the Chicago project is 
through th e treacherous blue clay th a t 
underlies the city, there is but little 
difference from an engineering stan d ­ 
point in the character of toe tw o en­ 
terprises, except th a t New York’s sub­ 
w ay is being built on th e credit of the 
m unicipality, w hile th a t in Chicago is 
being constructed by a private corpora­ 
tion.

London, I’bi- 
cago and other large cities that the 
streets are inadequate for tile move­ 
ment of the multitudes and must be 
made to do double and triple service. 
So great is the pressure for room that 
the underground world has been in­ 
vaded, and vast systems of tunnels 
have been built or are in course of 
construction. 
In New York they are building a sub­ 
way, after years of cogitation over the 
matter, that is to cost many millions of 
dollars aud is to afford increased trans­ 
it facilities to that city. 
This work 
has been acclaimed as one of tile en­ 
gineering marvels of the age. and lh** 
newspapers and technical publications 
of the country have been full of de­ 
scriptions of it.

of New York have been torn up and 
rendered impassable to the public for 
months at a time. 
In Chicago a work of practically 
equal magnitude lias been going on 
under ground, but as there have been 
no torn up streets or any external evi­ 
dences of the work it lias escaped pub­ 
lic notice. 
With the single exception 
that much of the New York excavation 
has to be made through solid rock, 
while that of the Chicago project is 
through the treacherous blue clay that 
underlies tile city, there is lint little 
difference from an engineering stand­ 
point in the character of toe two en­ 
terprises, except that New York’s sub­ 
way is being built on the credit of tin* 
municipality, while that in Chicago is 
being constructed by a private corpora­ 
tion.

Following an 
impromptu 
speech 
made by Christian Wetzel in regard to 
tho advisability of appointing a town 
assessor, before the Chester council­ 
men met last evening, debates over­ 
flowing wilh criticism and suggestions 
were made in t he meeting. 
Mr. \\ etzel 
contended that an assessor should be 
appointed. In part he said: 
“My conclusions in the matter have 
been brought about by the many pro­ 
tests of the citizens. According toft lie 
state law the city council is compelled 
to appoint an assessor. 
I was so in­ 
formed recently, and as I never was in 
favor of the county assessor doing the 
work, I want to make a motion that we 
either appoint an assessor or instruct 
the city recorder to accompany th* 
county assessor when he makes his 
canvass. The assessment, as now in 
vogue, is not fair, to say the least. 
From personal experience' I know this. 
‘My property is assessed at nearly 
$200 per lot and property adjoining it 
of the same value is assessed at only 
$fi. This condition of affairs is not 
confined to my lots alone, but is pre­ 
valent over the entire city. 
I know of 
one man who owns 800 lots, all of 
which are assessed at $d, when it is 
conceded by everyone thai those lots 
arc worth $150 or more.”

This work 
bas been acclaimed as one of the en­ 
gineering marvels of the age. and the 
newspapers and technical publications 
of the country have been full of de­ 
scriptions of it. 
In the prosecution of 
the construction operations the streets

of New York have been torn up aud 
rendered impassable to the public for 
mouths at a time. 
In Chicago a work of practically 
equal magnitude has been going on 
under ground, but as there have been 
no torn up streets or any external evi­ 
dences of the work it has escaped pub­ 
lic notice. 
With the single exception 
that much of the New York excavation 
has to be made through solid rock, 
while that of the Chicago project is 
through the treacherous blue clay that 
underlies the city, there is but little 
difference from an engineering stand­ 
point in the character of toe two en­ 
terprises, except that New York’s sub­ 
way is being built on the credit of the 
municipality, while that in Chicago is 
being constructed by a private corpora­ 
tion.
